Havana, Sept. 26.—Cuba 
today is 


practically without a government and 
the landing of American forces to re- 
store order in the island is believed tc 
be the necessary outcome. Tho mod- 
erate or governing party last night de- 
cided to abdicate everything in the 
nature of national, provincial and mu- 
nicipal government and thus force the 
hands of the American peace com- 
missioners and 
compel 
the United 


States to intervene for the second time 
in Cuba. 


The liberals, or opposition party, de- 


nounce the action of the Palma admin- 
istration as treason, but the conserva- 
tive Interests throughout the island 
welcome the idea of American inter- 
vention as being the only means of se- 
curing an orderly administration of 
the island's affairs for any length of 
time. 
It Is pointed out that even if the 


American commissioners succeeded in 
establishing the liberals in power it 
would not insure pence in Cuba and 
that the condition of unrest would 
continue indefinitely. 
Prefer Intervention. 


The government officials all admit 


that they prefer American Interven- 
tion to seeing the liberal party in pow- 
er. President Palma. at a special ses- 
sion of congress called for Friday, will 
formally present the resignations of 
himself and Vice President Mendez 
Capote, 
but It is not certain that a 


quorum will be present, as the moder- 
ates yesterday decided that they would 
not have any further relations with 
the government of Cuba, also alleging 
unfair treatment nt the hands of the 
American commissioners. The latter 
have plainly signified their disgust at 
the conduct of the government leaders 
and have practically abandoned their 
efforts to restore order in the Island 
except by the use of force. Secretary 
Taft has pointed out that the Cuban 
officials, Instead of co-operating with 
the American commissioners, have en- 
gaged In every kind 
of obstruction 


with the object of continuing their 
control of the government and have 
rejected terms of peace proposed by 
the Americans, which were honorable 
to President Palma and his advisers. 


Resignation* Not Withdrawn. 


Out of tho flood of rumors in circula- 


tion today's central fact remains that 
neither President Palma nor any of 
the other government officials have 
withdrawn the resignations and there 
is no evidence that they contemplate 
doing BO, notwithstanding the excited 
advice of all sorts from their Inti- 
mateB.

The following Is a text of President 


Palma's letter of yesterday to

Buffalo, N. Y., Sept. 28.—William R. 


Hearst will be the nominee oJ the dem- 
ocratic state convention here when- 
ever that body finally gets tho decks 
cleared for action In nominating a 
ticket, and William Travers Jerome, 
district attorney In New York, will 
take the stump In an endeavor to de- 
leat the nominee. 
Jerome today an- 


nounced that If the convention at Sar- 
atoga named a "decent republican" for 
governor lie would do what ho could 
on the stump to elect him. and that 
Hughes will suit his purpose cannot 
be questioned. 


Twenty-four hours after the demo- 


cratic state convention met, finds the 
organisation 
still 
unporfected. 
A 


session was set for 11 o'clock but at 
tnat time Temporary Chairman Nixon 
appeared and announced that an ad- 
journment would bo taken until 2:30 
o'clock as the committee on contested 
seats had not completed its hearings 
and was unable to present a perma- 
nent roll of delegates. 


The Hall Deserted. 


The hall was practically deserted at 


this time: 
At 2:30 p. m., however, 


convention hall was crowded as far 
as the public and' reserved seats were 
concerned, but the central 
square 


given over to the delegates was all 
but deserted. 


Mr. Nixon reached the hall at 2:50 


and after formally calling the conven 
tion to order announced that the com- 
mittee on contested seats was still la 
session. 
Adjournment 
was 
then 


taken until 6:30 p. m. 


In spite of the delays and apparent 


obstacles in the way those who have 
charge of the convention hope to rush 
Its business through tonight regard- 
less of the'late hour to which the ses- 
sion may be prolonged. 


Contests Not Settled. 


At 1:30 o'clock this atterncon the 


committee on contested seats in the 
democratic state convention had still 
seven contested cases before it fof 
argument and the 
Indications were 


that when the convention assembled 
at 2:30 o'clock it will be only to ad- 
journ again till evening, probably 0 


This means that there will either be 


an all-night session or that late ad- 
journment will be taken tonight until 
tomorrow morning at 11 o'clock. 


After a strenuous' day and night of 


preliminary 
politics the New York 


state democratic convention came to 
its crucial session today with all indi- 
cations pointing to the nomination ot 
William Randolph Hearst for govern- 
or, 
, . 
District Attorney Jerome and for- 


mer Mayor Osborne, of Auburn, were 
both quoted as threatening denuncia- 
tory speeches In the convention and 
advising the naming of an opposing 
ticket. Definite knowledge of any such 
plan, however, was lacking. 


Preliminary Work Taken Up. 


Tho 
necessary preliminary 
work 


was taken up ns soon as the brief con- 
vention session of yesterday was end- 
ed and It was prosecuted with energy 
during tho night The committee on 
resolutions worked until 1 o'clock be- 


fected. It was early decided that the 
platform should contain a plank on 
William J. Bryan, also that It should 
leclare In favor of municipal owner- 
ship ot public utilities, the latter bo- 
ng qualified by a local option clause. 


When the platform 
sub-committee 


finished tho preliminary draft of the 
document, the contested seats com- 
mittee was still wrestling with the con- 
test from twenty districts Involving 
the seats 
of sixty delegates. 
It be- 


came evident to tho leaders that It 
would be almost 
Impossible to get 


things In shape for the 11 o'clock meet- 
ing ot tho convention today and an 
agreement was tentatively reached to 
postpone the session until 2 o'clock 
this afternoon. It was expected, how- 
ever, that although the meeting hour 
may be later, that the entire work of 
the convention will be concluded today 
or this evening.

New York, Sept. 26.—"If they nomi- 


nate a decent republican at Saratoga, 
I will go upon the stump and plead for 
the defeat of Hearst," declared Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome, of New YorU, 
today at an adjourned session of tho 
Atoany conference of anti-Hearst dem- 
ocrats today. 
"I will appeal for his 


defeat not on the ground that it is a 
political issue, but because the issue 
raised Is that of political freedom. Wo 
do not think it is a democratic con- 
vention. 
It is not representative. I 


for one believe we are entirely ab- 
solved from any obligation to support 
a ticket put together in a back room 
by Charley Murphy, Pat McCarren and 
Tim Sullivan. 


"I believe it the duty of this con- 


ference to give unmistakable utter- 
ance to their belief that this conven- 
tion was not democratic !.n any sense 
of the word." 


No Talk of an Open Bolt. 


While the anti-Hearst men at their 


conferences today did not try to qual- 
ify their dissatisfaction vvlth the' pro- 
posed nomination of Hearst for gov- 
ernor there has been no talk of open 
bolt from the floor of the convention 
or of the nomination of a third ticket. 


Edward M. Shepard at today's meet- 


ing of the Albany conference said he 
believed that even in the event of 
the nomination of Mr. Hearst 
the 


democratic party 
"would 
still sur- 


vive." 
He counselled moderation. 


Former Mayor Osborne, ot Auburn, 


said that he did

from bunting, flags, etc., for the table 
and rooms. "Flag" Itself as a prelim- 
inary to dancing, cards, or any of the 
well known games, such as parlor ten- 
nis, indoor croquet, authors, nine-pins, 
battledore and- shuttlecock, makes an 
excellent tiller, and lieing new will be 
enjoyed by all young persons who have 
not. before hunted for flags. While it 
is simple to play flag, tho game neces- 
sitates tho use of the entire house for 
tho hiding 
of favors, or 
miniature 


boxes of candy carefully wrapped In 
flags and numbered, so thai, when the 
hunters find them they will know by 
the numerals which one Is theirs. 


The hunting Is done In pairs, one 


girl and one boy. both of whom must 
hunt until they discover the numbers 
that correspond to theirs. Tho num- 
bers each couple hold arc tho same, 
but the boy's favor is wrapped In a 
"stripe" of tho flag and (ho girl's in a 
"star." Should one couple find 
the 


numbers belonging to anolhor tho hid- 
ing place must, not be divulged, for tho 
object of the game is for two persons 
hunting together to find tho two gifts 
In 
the shortest, space of timo. 
For 


this a prize may be offered, but thai Is

Increase Than Offered— JTows

The strike of the machinists and 


blacksmiths at the various shops of 
the Wabash, which began at 10 
o'clock Monday, September 
17, is 


practically over and the men will re- 
turn to work as soon as a few de- 
tails are attended to. Up to noon to- 
day the bollermakers and General 
Manager Miller had not arrived at an 
agreement, but negotiations are still 
pending and a settlement will prob- 
ably be reached soon. 
The black- 


smiths' delegates had power to act 
for the men as a body and they were 
the first to settle with Mr. Miller. 
The machinists' representatives were 
not clothed with power to act for the 
men to the extent of an agreement on 
tt compromise basis and had to sub- 
mit the propoatlon to their unions for 
a secret vote. N. J. Murphy, who rep- 
resented the Fort Wayne men, ar- 
rived here early this morning and 
presented the matter to the men at 
the meeting in machinists' hall at 9 
o'clock this morning. 
They took a 


vote on the proposition, which It Is 
understood was favorable to accept- 
ing the terms agreed upon by Mr. 
Miller and their representative. Mr. 
Murphy will leave this evening lor St. 
Lonls, presumably to sign the agree- 
ment which will end the strike so 
far as the machinists are concerned. 
Charles W. Koenlg. who represents 
the blacksmiths, having power to i-Ign 
the agreement, remained at St. Louis 
for that purpose and It Is said he and 
Mr, Murphy will return home tomor- 
row night. William Miller, represen- 
tative of the bollermakers and Wil- 
liam Butler, representative of the 
bollermakers' helpers, are still In St. 
Louis and will not leave that city un- 
til a settlement is reached or It be- 
comes evident that one cannot be 
reached. 
According to agreement, 


the machinists will receive SO cents, 
the blacksmiths thirty cents and the 
machinists' apprentices an Increase 
of one-half cent per hour. This Is 
an Increase for the machinists and 
the. blacksmiths of two cents per 
hour. It is said that the machinists 
and tho blacksmiths will not await 
an agreement between Mr. Miller and 
the bollermakers, but will return to 
work as soon as they settle their 
own grievances. 
Mr. Murphy was 


pleased with the treatment received 
from Mr. Miller. He waa courteous 
and Inclined to bo fair In his deal- 
ings with the men, Mr. Murphy said. 
Master Mechanic G. W. Smith ex- 
pects the men to return to work to- 
morrow morning, but one of the ma- 
chinists said that the men would 
await Instructions to report for 
duty and might not receive them In 
time to go to work tomorrow, though 
It Is qnlte probably that all will re- 
port Friday morning. The strike has 
been conducted very quietly and 
peacefully. 
From tho time the men 


laid down their tools and walked out 
of the shop up to the present moment, 
not one of them hag been In the shop. 


Wabash railroad, it was stated this 
morning that the conference with the 
striking boilermakers, machinists and 
blacksmiths would probably not ba 
continued today owing to the fact that 
General Manager Miller had to give 
his attention 
to other matters.
